Total Wage and salary earners in civil employment, Government and 
private, (excluding rural and household domestic) reached a peak in November 1941 
(1,952,300) following which there was a heavy decline in male employment as men were 
called up for the Armed Forces. Male non-rural employment reached its lowest level 
in the second half of 1943, end then remained fairly steady until the beginning of 
4945 since when there has been a slow expansion. Fomale employment (other than rural 
and private domestic) expanded quickly until mid-1943 and thereafter at a slower rate until 

* early 1945 since when there has been a small decrease,

Over the war period from July, 1939, to its peak in August, 1943, 
direct Government employment rose from 405,000 to 546,900, an increase of 141,900 
persons. From its peak the number of persons in Government employment fell to 
517,000 in August, 1945 or by 29,900, From August, 1943 to August, 1945 private 
employment (excluding rural and females in private domestic service) increased 
by 45,300. 


Figures in the preceding table relate only to wage earners and exclude 
rural industry and fomales in private domestic service and do not reflect the full 


effect of the policy of restoring Service personnel to industry which wes applied as 
from about August 1943, From August 1943 to August 1945, the decrease in net 
enlistments in the forces (excess of discharges over new enlistments) was approximately 
94,000 males and 4,000 females. 


During the three months ended August, 1945, the number of male wage 
and salary earners in non-rural industry increased by only 4,900 notwithstanding the 
fact that the following numbers of men discharged in this period had been “placed™ 
in non-rural industry as wage and salary earnerss~ June 4,164; July 4,955; 

August 8,551, 


"Placed" means obtained employment within two weeks of the end of the 
month of discharge but the actual date of commencement may be some weeks later, 
Allowing for this factor, it is apparent that the numbers of discharged men entering 
non-rural employment greatly exceed the estimated increase in the numbers in such 
employment. 


It would appear that two other factors are operating to offset the 
flow of discharged men into employment as wage and salary earnerss- 


(a) Some men who remained at work beyond their normal 
retiring age are now retiring from work; 


(b) Considerable numbers of self-employers and small 
employers who were engaged as wage earners during 
the war are now returning to their former status, 


The majority of females discharged from the Services do not go to 
paid employment. The total numbers discharged in recent months were June 9733 
July, 974; August 1,205; September 1,704. The number of discharged females "placed" 
in employment during the three months ended August was 358 while 113 entered full- 
time training courses, 315 were temporarily not placed, 6 had repatriation matters 
pending, 8 were temporarily incapacitated and 2,352 took up private home duties. 


Data relating to the change since 1943 in numbers of fsmales in 
private domestic employment and in numbers of employers and persons working on 
their own account will be known in a few months time when the results of the 
Occupation Survey of June 1945 become available, This Survey may also reveal that 
total male wage and salary earners in private employment, end in total employment, 
shown sbove for 1944 end 1945, exclude some private employment om smaller buildings 
(houses, etc,, including repairs),

REHABILITATION STATISTICS (DISCHARGES FROM THE FORCES) 


The following statistics have been derived from tabulations of 
Demobilisation Form i(a) made at the request of the request of the Director-General of 
Menpower. The forms show personal particulars of men and women discharged from the 
Forces into civil life. The month of discharge, for the purpose of these tabulations, i3 
the month during which the discharged person was able to regume civil life, irrespective 
of the fact that he or she may still be on service pey for a period of accrued leave. 


The first table shows that in August, 1945, there was a sharp rise in 
the number of men discharged due to the operation of the long service and other special 
discharges programme, Nearly twice as many as in August were discharged in September.
